Mr. Gascon, together with two 
Chinese companions, left home early 
yesterday morning with the  in- 
tention of sailing to 13 mile ‘beach 
and it has been established that 
he set off from.a ship-building yard 
at Shamshuipo' shortly after 9 
o’clock yesterday morning in a sail- 
ing dinghy: with -a-small  auxili- 
ary motor. Nothing was heard of 
him until 10.15 a.m. to-day. 


SHAMSHUIPO ENQUIRIES 

When he had not returned home 
at 10.30 p.m. last night, his wife, a 
sister of Mr. Joe Leonard, the tea- 
nis player, became anxious and com- 
municated with Mr. Leonard, who, 
together with a friend, Mr. H. 
Turner, set off for Shawshuipe to 
make enquiries. 

At ‘the shipyard they were told 
that Mr. Gascon had arrived by 
car and had left according to plan. 
The car was still parked where it 
. had been left in the morning. Mr. 
Leonard then notified the police whe 
reported at 10.15 a.m. ‘to-day that 
the missing boat had been found in 
Cheunghow.
